After most carefully studying this 
case, comparing the reports received 
fromu Guardian A. B. Nash with the 
letter of complaint written by Mr. 
Johns I have recommended to the

P, acted in accordance with the pro- 
visions: of Section 3l(a) of the Fish- 
ery Regulations. The claim is made 
beth by Mr. Nash and Mr. Johns 
that Waskasoo Creeh is not frequent- 
ed by game fish, as they understand 
them. In my opinion Seetion 31 (a) 
covers every variety uf trout, and 
there is no doubt whatever tliat Bull 
Trout otherwise known us Dolly 
Varden Trout, or Red Spotted 
Trout is a trout in the fullest sense 
of the word and therefore should be 
considered as coming under section 
3l(a). This‘ matter I have fully re- 
ferred to the Department, and on re- 
ceipt of their reply will advise you 
fully on the subject, If it is decided 
that Bull trout is not to be given

So far,as the prosecution 
of these two men is concerned, with 
thq reports of the fishery guardian 
before me, and reading the regula- 
tions on a strict interpretation 
consider that the R.N.W.M.P. did 
their duty in prosccuting under Sec- 
tion 31(a) of the regulations. 
-T understand from one of Mr. 
Nash's letters that you and he con- 
sulted a lawyer who gave it as his 
opinion that the onus of proof that 
the waters concerned were frequented 
by trout lay with the prosecution. 
Section 29 of the Fishery Act, cover- 
ing the illegal possession of fish dur- 
ing close season leaves no doubt as 
to whom the onus of proof lie with— 
the accused. And further as a fishery 
ollicer may convict. on view, without 
a trial, seize nets which he has rea- 
son to believe are used in illegal fish- 
ing, my: opinion is that in every case 
of an offense against the Fishery Act 
and Regulations — the onus of proof 
Jies on the accused. The fishery act Is 
administered under entirely different 
conditions to those of the criminal 
code, and I’ may say that most law- 
yers have very little or no know- 
ledge of its provisions. ; 
It might be well until T am advis- 
ed by the Department as to what 
is to be done about the waters in 
the vicinity of Red Deer to let mat- 
ters stand, I should have an answer 
to my letter within a few days and 
in the meantime no very great harm 
can result. The matter of dividing 
the various species of trout into 
game fish and otherwise is a mos 


complicated problem, but im my 
opinion any trout comes under the 
provisions of — Section 31 (a).

Working On GAR Bridge 


A visit to the north bank of the 
Teed Deer river where the Canadian 
Northern Railway grade reaches it, 
gives ample evidence that the C.N.R. 
railway bridge is without a doubt to 
be started at once. 

Murphy’s bridge gang consisting of 
thirty-five men, teams, ecte., are lo- 
cated in twelve large tents near the 
road crossing the grade at the north 
pank of the river, and are busy haul- 
ing piles, and timbers from tho spur 
at Burbank for the wooden bridge 
which will be orected over the river 
for use until steel may be obtained. 
Men are brushing the land at the 
north end of the bridge where the. 
timber will be worked into shape for 
use in the bridge. ‘The pile driver, 
and engine are on their way to the 
bridge, and upon their arrival work 
will start on the driving of the piles, 
of which a large supply are already 
on hand. 

This gang will be located here all 
winter and it is expected the bridge 
will be compelled by spring when 
steel can, be laid into the city limits. 
An engineers’ camp is also located at 
the bridge to look after grade, and 
bridge levels.
